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1. Following their conviction by Belgian authorities on 11 October 1950, 
Leonidas Stringos* and Vasilios Asprides**, Greek Communists who were 
arrested in Brussels on 9 July 1950, were given asylum by the Polish 
Legation there and left by air for Warsaw on 14 October. 


20 Stringos and Asprides were involved in an OFNO (Federation of Greek 
Maritime Unions) underground railway across France and Belgium. They 
had gone from France to Belgium to organize the Greek seamen there.
